FARMER HELD UP AT BILLERICA BY FOUR MEN,' ' 4 


Men Answering the Description 


of Those Who Shot Williams 
Supposed to Have Been Seen 
in Billerica 


.Tho latest 
holdup to be reported' 


comes from West Billerica. The man; 
who was held up and Ihe man who told i 
the story Is F. W. Cowdrey, a prosper- j 
ous farmer of that place. The holdup 
occurred shortly after seven o'clock 
:hig morning, and is'best told by Mr., 
Cowdrey himself. 
"I left home about; 


seven o'clock," he said, "and I was go- 
ng toward Lowell. Less than a mile 
from 
my home and as I reached the 


summit of a little hill I saw four men 
standing 
on 
another 
hill 50 or 100 


yards farther on. 


"My first Impulse was to turn about, 


but I finally decided to keep a-going, 
and when I reached them one of them 
hailed me. 
|| 'What do you want?' I asked. 
" 'We want to pick berries; where Is 


there a (rood place?' he asked. 


"I told him I did not know, and then, 


reaching for 
his 
gun. he aimed 
It 


straight at my head and said. 'Tell me 
where we can find some berries or I'll 
blow your block off.' 


"That kind of noise didn't sound very- 


good to yours truly, and believe me, 
fellers, I was good and scared. I knew 
a place 
where 
my folks had picked 


some berries and I directed them that 
way. 
That follow with the gun was 


the only one that spoke and he growled 
like a dog.. It doesn't seem to me as if 
they were very desperate characters 
but that's the story Just'as It happen- 
ed." 


Mr. Cowdrcy said that when he ar- 


rived at the Edson cemetery he met a 
police officer and reported the matter 
to him. 
"I've been traveling the road 


for 42 years." said Mr. Cowdrey. "and 
that is thv lirst time I was ever held 
up or molested in any way. 


"The men," he said, "wero not bent 
pon robbery <or if they had asked for 
iy money wiion a revolver was leveled

road. That company offers no facilities for reaching Revere, very little for 
getting to Ljnn and apparently puts as many obstacles as possible in the 
.way of people going to Salisbury beach. 
' 


This is tlic family beach, to which mothers flock with their children 


•because there the little ones can romp iu the sand or disport them along 
,tho water's edge without any danger from cars, from wagons or trains. 


There the mothers can rest. There is no' conventionality in dress to 


annoy the weary mothers for the most approved style is that which the 
wearci finds most comfortable, and hence they can enjoy a stay at Salis- 
buiy beach to a far greater extent than at any of the others mentioned. 


There are probably three hundred Lowell families at this beach for the 


greater part of the summer. There is a train run there from Lowell on 
Sunday without change, but that is the only half decent train provided. 


Anybody who goes during the week must'change four times between 


Lowell and Salisbury and wait a considerable time at some of the changes. 


It seems that during the summer at least, the Boston and Maine might 


run a tram daily between Lowel! and Salisbury. 
On Monday morning, 


-especially, there is great need of such a train for the accommodation cf 


the business people who stop over 
from 
Saturday. 
The 
morning 


train lea-.es Salisbury at 6.53 and reaches LoweH'at 8.48 if on time; but 
\ery often it is delayed and takes more than two hours to cover a distance 
of about 35 miles.

It is desirable that the people of Lowell have the most convenient 


means of reaching all these beaches because many a business man can 
steal off occasionally to spend even half a day at the beach if he can get 
a convenient train that will take him thither without serious loss of time.

LAKE MOHONK, N. Y,. Aug. 19.—

S. N'.. yesterday, in this itufel moun- 
tain holel reached tho age limit, 62.

» meetinff, the antagonism 
between 


whites and blacks, already responsible 
for seven deaths and scores of inju- 
ries, struck underground. 


White miners at the Woodside coal 


mine, a mile out of town, and the Tux- 
horn, mine. four miles distant, refused 
to work with the negroes. The two 
mines employ about 500 men. about 150 
of whom are colored. The white min- 
ers came to President Clark of the

BETTER TRAIN SERVICE NEEDED. 


Tho people of Lowell want fhe best possible access to the beaches 


nearest to them; but this is not furnished by the Boston and Maine rail- 
road. That company offers no facilities for reaching Hevere, very little for 
getting to Lynn and apparently puts as many obstacles as possible in the 
way of people going to Salisbury beach. 


This is the family beach, to which mothers flock with their children 


because there the little ones can romp in the sand or disport them along 
the water's edge without any danger from cars, from wagons or trains. 


:Thero the mothers can rest. There is no conventionality in dress to 


annoy the weary mothers for the most approved style is that which the 
.wearer finds most comfortable, and hence they can enjoy a slay at Salis- 
bury beach to a far greater extent than at any of fhe others mentioned. 


There are probably three hundred Lowell families at this beach for the 


greater part of the summer. There is a train run there from Lowell on 
Sunday without change, but that is the only half decent train provided. 


Anybody who goes during the week must change four times between 


Lowell and Salisbury and wait a considerable time at some of the changes. 


It seems that during the summer at least, the Boston and Maine might 


run a train daily between Lowell and Salisbury. 
On Monday morning, 


_ebpecially, there is great need of such a train for the accommodation of 


the business people who stop over 
from 
Saturday. 
The 
morning 


train leaMJs Salisbury at 6.53 and reaches Lowell at 8,48 if on time; but 
veiy often it is delayed and takes more than two hours to cover a distance 
of about 35 miles. . 


Another beach that, might be popularized by a more convenient train 


service is Hampton, an ideal place for adults but not for children. ' 


It is desirable that the people of Lowell have the most convenient 


means of leaching all these beaches because many a business man cnn 
steal off occasionally to spend even half a day at the beach if he can get 
a comenient trajo .that will take him thither without serious loss of time. 
'At present he has no such .opportunity, and the street railway companies 
seem to. be the only ones that cater for this summer business in which 
great streams of humanity rush from the country to the beaches, while 
other streams flow outward from the great cities into the country.
